This info 
came from Richard Eugene Blackburn son of the Mandy McGrew you had 
listed in the household of Lott Herring in 1860. I am sending a 

print out on his grandmother Dorinda Lott McGrew Herring. In some other 
information from him that I did not load he said that Bill McGrew, son 
of William McGrew and Dorinda Lott died young, and Susie McGrew and her 
husband Jim Anderson moved to Texas. 


I know there has to be a connection between Alexander McGrew and the 
William McGrew that died before 1860 but what I have not been able 
to come up with. I also think the Partins that are listed on the 
same page with the McGrews on the 1860 Perry County census are tied 
to the Partins I. lost in Texas. 


The marriage date for Amanda (Mandy on the 1860 census) Julie/Jane 
McGrew and Irvin Armstrong Blackburn came from her request for 

his pension. She stated her name was Amanda Julie and she married 
in December 1865 in Perry County. She and her sisters were living 
with their mother and step father Lott Herring. 


Mary J. called "Mollie" McGrew married William George Watts 
Mandy was Amanda McGrew and married Irvin Armstrong Blackburn 
Susan called "Sooky" McGrew married Jim Anderson 


Thats about all the information I have on the McGrew's in Perry County. 

If you have an index of the 1870 Perry County’ Census in your research 
would you please check to see if Irvin Armstrong Blackburn is on 

it, and send the page. I have surname indexed Marion County 1870 

if you need a name check I would be glad to do so. I placed a 

copy on file at the Miss. Dept. of Archives and History. These Blackburns 
moved before the 1880 census to Covington County (area that became 

Jeff Davis County) then moved to Lamar County before 1910. They 

are buried at the Midway # 2 Cemetery in Lamar County. 


I have a Burkett cousin Mary Jane Burkett Caruso that lives in Texas.

be of help to you on several names in Perry County. She collects old 
family Bibles, her own families as well as others to keep them from being 
discarded.

I have been meaning for some time to write to you at the suggestion 
of Mrs. Lily Thurman in regard to some Sabine County Texas families, 
and. since I have been wanted, a copy of the Perry County Cemeteries 
for some time,I will do both’ at the same time. Check is enclosed 
for the reprint of the book. 


My main line of research is Gabriel Blackburn, born in the Sampson 
County N. C, area about 1769, he married Frances Tyner in the 
Georgetown Dist. of S. C. about 1790.

He returned to 
Miss. in Feb. of 1817 when he bought land in Marion County Miss. 
He received a 2nd class certificate to land in Wood County Texas. 
He. bought. property..per Blanche Toole in Sabine County. Texas in 
August 1848 and per a bounty request filed by his children (War of 
1812) he died.in Sabine County Texas in 1848. 


I. descend from his son Ferdinand Boon Blackburn that remained in 
Marion County and Jeff Davis area of Miss. Most of his family 
was in Sabine County Texas at some time: 


His daughter Elizabeth Blackburn McGrew was on the 1850 
census living in Sabine County, her husband Alexander 
McGrew is on the 1850 Mortality Schedule of Sabine Cty. 

She returned to Miss. and appears on the 1860 Perry County 
Miss. census living with her son, James.McGrew. Several of 
her children remained in Texas. 


His daughter Frances Amelia Blackburn Means, wife of William 
Means, was in Sabine County per "The First Census of Texas 
1829-1836" by Marion Day Mullins. On the 1850 census they 
had moved to Dewitt County Texas. Gabriel's widow Frances 
Blackburn was living with them in 1850. 


His known grandchildren also in Texas were: 


Richard S.. Blackburn and wife Susan C. on both the 1860 & 1870 
Sabine Cty Census. 


Eliza Ann McGrew, wife of Elisha Madison Collins, appears, “also .

Harriett McGrew Partin, wife of John C. Partin, is known to have — 
been in Texas but no records have been located on-her.
